2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-6 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a stent comprising a 
scaffolding configured to define a substantially cylindrical member having a distal end and a proximal end extending longitudinally 
there between including at least three consecutive circumferential bands, each of the circumferential bands having peaks and valleys and 
a plurality of flexible connectors extending between adjacent ones of the circumferential bands, such that when pressure is extended 
along varying points of the longitudinal extension of the appliance, the appliance does not undersirably foreshorten or elongate.
